VOTE WAS 68 (PORTUGAL); 20 (US. INDONESIA); 49. EIGHT MEMBERS 
(NOT INCLUDING SOUTH AFRICA) WERE ABSENT. END SUMMARY. 
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2. (A) ALL NEGATIVE VOTES CAST IN COMITE I (REFTEL) HELD 
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FIRM WITH THE ADDITION OF TURKEY AND URUGUAY. 

(B) NEW AFFIRMATIVE VOTES WERE: BARBADOS (ABSTAIN TO YES); 

CAR (ABSENT TO YES); COLOMBIA (ABSENT TO YES);

INDONESIA'S MISSION REPORTED TO US INTENSE LOBBYING IN THESE 
CASES. NIGERIA'S ABSENCE RELATED TO ITS NOTE DELIVERED 
IN JAKARTA (BEFORE COMITE I VOTE) RECOGNIZING DE JURE 
INCORPORATION OF EAST TIMOR INTO INDONESIA. PAKISTAN'S 
SHIFT REMOVED THE SOLE NON-COMMUNIST POSITIVE VOTE IN THE 
BELT OF STATES EXTENDING WESTWARD IN ASIA FROM THAILAND 
TO THE MEDITERRANEAN. TURKEY'S SHIFT RELATED TO INDONESIAN 
SUPPORT ON CYPRUS. 
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
